Hi everyone, 


Thanks to those of you who sent notes about my restoration project on my 
100V. I had several inquiries about what "article" I was citing. Sorry, but 
there's no article. I just wrote up the posting during my lunch break, 
although if there's sufficient interest I suppose I could expand on it 
somewhat and send it off to Electric Radio. It seems many hams have a soft 
spot in their hearts for the 100V and 200V! 


To Alan, N4IU/5: Your email address isn't recognized as valid by my server, 
but your dial problem is easy to solve. The £1ix is simply to slide the 
pointer over to 

the correct position. To do so you'll first have to soften the glue which 
holds the pointer to the dial cord. A bit of acetone or similar solvent will 
do fine, and you can then pick the remaining adhesive off with sharp 
tweezers.(I had to do the same thing on my 100V, but neglected to mention 
it.) If the pointer doesn't slide, then simply remove it from the dial cord 
and reposition it in the right location. A drop of Duco cement will keep it 


in place when you're done. 


Alignment of the PTO itself is extremely easy. I connected an 
oven-stabilized frequency counter to the VFO output jack on the rear panel, 
but you could also use a synthesized receiver and just zero beat the monitor 
carrier. Starting at the upper end of the PTO dial, simply adjust the 
trimmer screws below the small in the hole (with the chrome cap) on the top 
of the PTO near the front to the correct frequency. Do this in 50KHz steps. 
As you tune the PTO dial to lower frequencies, different screws will move 
into position in the acess hole, so you can't make a mistake. It's fun, only 
takes about ten minutes, and when you're through you'll be amazed at how 
well the PTO tracks!

To my knowledge, neither the Ranger nor the Ranger II had a "keyer" option. 
Both transmitters had grid block keying for setting the timing of the 
blocking circuit, with an adjustment pot on the little shelf on the top left 
Side behind the mode switch. This circuitry was part of the original 
wiring, but there's no hole in the top cabinet unless an owner (unwisely) 
added one. Perhaps you're thinking of the push-to-talk modification, which 
involved the addition of a d.c. relay and a couple of capacitors. The manual 
for the Ranger II describes this user-added modification in detail.
